The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
does not teach a polyester resin comprising a disproportionated rosin, a terephthalic or 
isophthalic acid, a glycidyl ester of a tertiary fatty acid, an aliphatic diol, and a cross- 
linking component in the particular ratios of the instant claims. A toner comprising this 
resin is also not disclosed or suggested.
